We  hope,  if  you  pre- 
viously experienced  poor  reception  of  WBAI,  that  we  are  now  coming  in  loud  and 
clear.  As  you  will  see  in  this  Folio,  some  of  our  programs  are  scheduled  to  be 
broadcast  in  stereo.  We  now  have  very  fine  transmitting  facilities  for  multiplex 
stereo  but  our  studio  equipment  leaves  much  to  be  desired  and  we  hope  you  will 
bear  with  us  if  we  experience  some  difficulties  during  stereo  broadcasts.  We 
will  try  to  balance  the  sound  better  than  we  have  managed  to  balance  our  budget. 
You  can't  help  us  with  the  former  unless  you  help  us  with  the  latter  and  so  we 
ask  that  you  not  only  continue  your  support  but  try  to  bring  WBAI  to  the  attention 
of  friends  who  might  give  us  the  additional  supporr  that  we  always  seem  to  need.
